This  book  is  written  in  chronological  style  to  capture 
the  events  and  order  in  which  they  occurred  in  this  church. 


Early  Baptists 

Back  in  the  early  days  of  the  settlement  of  North  Carolina  a 
small  group  of  earnest  Christians  of  the  Baptist  faith  organized 
and  established  in  1729  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  the  colony  at 
Shiloh  in  Camden  county.  Although  Baptist  meetings  had  been 
held  in  the  Albemarle  counties  several  years  earlier,  the  church 
at  Shiloh  is  recognized  as  the  mother  of  the  Baptist  faith 
throughout  the  state. 

It  was  in  the  Shiloh  church  that  Paul  Palmer,  an  itinerant 
Baptist  preacher,  delivered  the  first  Baptist  sermon  in  North 
Carolina  and  baptized  the  faithful  in  the  waters  of  a  nearby 
creek.  Up  until  that  time  the  Albemarle  counties  had  long  been 
a  stronghold  for  Quakers,  the  Society  of  Friends  having 
introduced  the  first  organized  religion  in  that  section  when 
they  built  North  Carolina's  first  Quaker  meeting  house  at 
Symon's  Creek  in  1705. 

With  the  growth  of  settlements  and  the  establishing  of  new 
counties  or  precincts  in  the  state  it  is  said  that  by  the  year  1776 
there  was  a  Baptist  church  in  every  county. 

Church  history  of  Morehead  City  dates  from  the  establish- 
ment of  the  early  homes  in  the  town  before  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  War.  To  meet  the  needs  of  these  newcomers  for  a  place  in 
which  to  hold  religious  services,  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
building  of  a  house  of  worship  were  given  by  members  of  the 
Leecraft  family  of  Beaufort. 

Upon  a  site  on  the  Arendell  property,  which  today  would  be 
between  Arendell  and  Bridges  Streets,  facing  5th  Street,  was 
built  a  small  chapel  complete  with  cupola  and  bell.  Services 
were  held  from  time  to  time  by  either  a  circuit  or  itinerant 
preacher. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Federal  troops  into  the  town  in  1862, 
the  building  was  taken  over  and  used  for  an  army  bakery. 
When  the  troops  left  in  1865  they  destroyed  the  building.  The 
Methodist  Society,  laying  claim  to  the  building,  entered  a  claim 
against  the  government  for  $800.  Fifty  years  later  the  claim 
was  paid. 


First  Baptist  Church 


Our  Beginning 

The  story  of  a  church  has  to  begin  with  people  of  vision.  It  has 
to  begin  with  its  first  meetings  when  those  members  saw  a  need 
for  preaching  and  hearing  the  gospel  in  the  community.  The 
Holy  Spirit  led  ten  pioneers  in  our  church  beginning.  They  were 
inspired  people.  Mighty  creative  personalities  who  knew  exactly 
what  they  wanted.  They  were  earnest,  soul  deep  men  and 
women  who  stood  up  for  their  beliefs,  with  their  chins  and  faith 
up.  From  the  early  church  records  one  finds  that  the  ten  charter 
members  were  Mesdames  Eliza  Creech  Webb,  Rachel  Arthur, 
Susan  Davis,  Francis  Piver,  Sarah  H.  Willis,  Nancy  Bennett, 
Susan  Styron,  Sarah  A.  Wade,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Utley  and  Asa 
Piver. 

As  the  membership  of  the  group  of  Baptists  increased,  they 
became  strong  enough  to  desire  a  church  organization,  with  the 
result  that  in  1873,  a  church  society  was  formed  in  Morehead 
City.  July  10,  1873  is  a  memorable  date  in  our  church,  for  on 
that  date  the  group  of  Christians  met  and  organized  the  First 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  of  Morehead  City.  From  that  date 
to  the  present  time,  this  church  organization  has  kept  pace  with 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  community,  advancing  the 
causes  of  Christianity,  as  well  as  working  for  the  civic 
betterment  of  the  town. 

During  the  first  two  years  of  the  church's  organization,  Rev. 
Utley  would  hold  services  for  the  small  band  of  Christians  at 
stated  times  and  would  administer  to  them  in  other  ways  when 
called  upon. 


Presbytery  To  Constitute  Morehead  City,  N.C. 

July  10, 1873 

We,  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Faith  and  order; 
living  in  Morehead  City;  being  desirious  to  have  a  church 
constituted  in  this  place,  assembled  at  the  usual  place  of 
worship  and  called  a  presbytery  to  constitute  a  Missionary 
Baptist  Church.  The  presbytery  consisted  of  Rev.  Ivey  of 
Wake  Forest,  N.C,  Rev.  William  B.  Harrell  of  Clayton,  N.C. 
who  was  duly  elected  chairman.  Also  of  this  group,  the  Rev. 
Solomon  Westcoat  of  New  Bern  and  Rev.  Jacob  Utley  of 
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Morehead  City  met  with  the  charter  members.  Rev.  Harrell 
examined  the  members  in  regard  to  their  faith  and  order. 
Finding  them  to  be  sound  in  the  faith,  they  were  recognized  as  a 
church,  after  which  Rev.  Westcoat  gave  them  a  solemn  and 
impressive  charge.  Rev.  Utley  led  in  prayer  after  which  the  new 
members  were  given  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  by  members 
of  the  presbytery.  An  able  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Ivey. 
Much  credit  is  given  Rev.  Utley  who  helped  materially  in  the 
organization  of  the  church.  The  referred  to  sermon  was  from 
Luke  15th  Chapter,  5th  verse.  (VERSES  4, 5  &  6)  PARABLE  OF 
THE  LOST  SHEEP. 


In  the  Beginning 

From  the  organizing  of  the  church  in  1873,  meetings  were 
held  in  the  public  school  building,  a  large  one  room  structure  on 
the  corner  of  9th  Street.  Services  were  very  irregular  as  the 
Baptist  pastor  on  the  circuit  at  that  time  had  charges  at 
Beaufort,  Smyrna,  Davis  and  other  points  along  the  east  shore. 
This  year  the  Methodist  church  was  built,  and  as  a  large 
number  of  the  Baptist  people  contributed  to  the  building  fund, 
their  church  society  was  invited  to  hold  services  in  the  new 
building.  All  preachers  regardless  of  creed  had  used  the  school 
building,  to  hold  services.  Circuit  preachers  of  the  Methodist 
denomination  and  Mr.  Utley  officiated  at  most  of  those  early 
gatherings  attended  by  persons  of  all  faiths. 

In  February  1875  the  church  had  grown  in  numbers  to  the 
extent  that  the  society  was  able  to  extend  to  Mr.  Utley  a 
unanimous  call  to  become  the  regular  pastor  of  the  church.  He 
accepted  the  call  serving  the  church  for  nearly  five  years  or 
until  March  1879,  resigning  to  accept  a  call  to  the  Piney  Grove 
church  at  Swansboro. 


December  1874 

Church  conference  met  Saturday  night  before  3rd  Sunday  in 
December  1874.  Moderator  in  the  chair-meeting  opened  by 
reading  and  prayer.  After  devotional  exercise  roll  was  called 
and  minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  adopted.  A  door  was 
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opened  for  the  reception  of  members.  It  was  agreed  that  Bro. 
Utley  preach  for  us  another  year.  No  further  business, 
approving,  conference  adjourned.

From  the  time  of  its  organization,  up  thru  the  70's  the  church 
made  slow  but  steady  gains  in  membership,  both  by  letters 
from  Beaufort,  Davis  Shores,  Smyrna,  Goldsboro  and  other 
places  as  well  as  by  profession  of  faith  and  experience.  Each 
year  after  1875  the  church  was  represented  by  delegates  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Eastern  association. 

In  September  of  1875  the  church  elected  David  Bennett  as 
deacon  which  made  him  the  senior  deacon  in  the  official 
records  of  the  church.  Mr.  Bennett  and  the  pastor  were  the  first 
delegates  to  represent  the  church  at  the  annual  Association. 
The  sum  of  fifty  cents  was  contributed  for  the  minute  fund. 

A  call  conference  met  Feb.  17th  1875.  Moderator  in  the  chair. 
After  devotional  exercise  roll  was  called  and  minutes  of  last 
meeting  read  and  adopted.  The  door  of  the  church  was  opened 
for  the  reception  of  members,  one  received  by  letter.  The  church 
then  called  a  pastor  for  the  ensuing  year.  Jacob  Utley  was 
unanimously  elected.  No  further  business  appearing.  Con- 
ference adjourned.

First  Baptist  Church  about  1883 
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Holding  of  the  first  communion  service  was  in  July  1879.  S.E. 
Wade  was  appointed  to  furnish  the  required  emblems.  For  lack 
of  a  communion  set,  a  cut  glass  decanter  wa's  used  for  several 
years  to  hold  the  sacramental  wine.  (This  old  relic  was  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Ida  Eaton  whose  mother,  Mrs.  Eliza  Webb, 
had  contributed  it  to  the  church).  At  the  present  time  Zilphia 
Webb  Nelson  (Mrs.  Eliza  Webb's  great-grandaughter)  has  it  in 
her  possession  until  such  time  that  it  can  safely  be  on  display  at 
the  church.  Saturday  before  the  3rd  Sunday  in  Oct  1879  after 
preaching  by  the  pastor  church  met  in  conference.  Roll  called 
and  minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved.  Way  opened  for 
the  reception  of  members  Mrs.  Susan  T.  Wade,  Rosanna  Styron, 
Martha  Elizabeth  Eaton.  Martha  E.  Eaton  and  Thomas  Eaton 
came  forward  presenting  letters  from  Smyrna,  Davis  Shore  and 
Society  Churches  and  certificate  from  Rev.  W.  R.  Gwaltney  on 
motion  the  above  named  with  letters  were  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  this  church.

In  March  1879,  Bro.  Utley  having  moved  to  Swansboro,  the 
church  extended  a  call  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Leary  who 
accepted  the  call,  serving  the  church  until  October  1881  when 
his  resignation  went  into  effect.  At  a  meeting  in  March  1880  the 
church  adopted  a  resolution  to  hold  communion  services  every 
three  months  to  start  with  the  first  Sunday  in  April  of  that  year.

As  a  result  of  a  ten-day 
revival  meeting  held  in  May  of  1881  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
Cashwell,  eight  new  members  were  added  to  the  church  roll. 

Roll 
called.  Proceedings  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved.  Brethern 
appointed  to  see  sisters  Carrow  and  Yates  reported  and  report 
received.  Committee  discharged  and  sisters  excused.  On  motion 
brother  Styron  was  excused  from  serving  this  church  as  deacon. 
Adjourned.

In  Sept.  1880,  immediately  following  the  preaching,  the 
church  was  called  in  conference  at  which  time  it  was  decided  to 
pledge  $10.00  from  this  church  for  association  missions  for  next 
year.  Thomas  J.  Leary  was  moderator  and  J.  T.  Eaton  church 
clerk.  Thomas  J.  Leary  was  the  grandfather  of  Lucille  Gibbs 
and  Ruth  McRacken. 

October  1880  -  Sermon  by  the  Pastor.  Church  sat  in 
conference,  roll  called  and  preceding  minutes  read  and  recorded. 
Clerk  reported  Bro.  Cicero  Davis  as  having  been  absent  3 
months.  On  motion  Bro.  Styron  and  Bro.  Edmund  Willis  were 
appointed  to  visit  Bro.  Davis  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  his 
absence.  Bro.  Leary  requests  an  expression  of  the  sentiments  of 
the  church  to  be  given  at  our  next  meeting  as  to  whether  or  not 
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we  desire  a  continuation  of  his  services  as  pastor.  On  motion

Leary  was  requested  to  continue  his  labors 
with  us  as  pastor.  On  motion  adjourned

Following  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Leary  in  the 
fall  of  1881,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Utley  from  Swansboro  again 
became  pastor  of  the  church,  serving  for  a  period  of  two  years. 


1882 

Having  held  their  services  in  the  new  Methodist  Church  for 
the  past  three  years,  the  Society  decided  to  change  back  to  the 
school  building  where  they  continued  to  hold  services  until  the 
new  structure  was  completed  in  1883. 

In  June  1882,  Mr.  John  M.  Morehead,  president  of  the 
Shepards  Point  Land  Company,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  good  will,  donated  two  lots,  known  on  the 
plan  as  the  Town  of  Morehead  City,  lots  6  and  7  in  square  74,  to 
have  and  to  hold,  —  the  same  to  be  used  for  a  building  site  for  a 
Church  House,  or  place  of  worship. 

At  a  church  conference  some  little  time  after  the  two  lots  were 
given  by  the  Shepards  Point  Land  Company,  a  building 
committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  funds  and  also  donations  of 
building  materials  so  that  the  church  building  could  be 
commenced  at  once.  It  was  first  planned  to  erect  the  building  of 
concrete  blocks  but  the  committee  decided  on  a  wooden  building. 
The  hearty  response  of  this  project  enabled  the  committee  to 
start  construction  in  the  summer  of  1883.  Services  were  held  on 
Christmas  of  that  year  by  Rev.  Jacob  Utley,  who  had  been  the 
leading  spirit  in  the  organization  of  the  society  a  decade  before. 
The  new  church  was  so  constructed  that  an  alcove  at  the  north 
end  of  the  building  embraced  the  pulpit.  Additions  to  each  side 
of  the  building  and  the  rear  were  made  several  years  later. 

Brother  Leslie  Davis  of  Beaufort  stated  in  his  writings  that 
Rev.  Jacob  Utley  helped  organize  the  Beaufort  Baptist  Church 
in  the  late  forties  and  served  as  the  church's  first  pastor. 
Twenty-five  years  later  he  (Bro.  Utley)  helped  materially  in  the 
organization  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Morehead  City. 
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NOTE- 

There  was  a  little  cabin,  near  the  entrance  to  the  Baptist 
orphanage,  for  an  aged  and  indigent  Baptist  minister  and  his 
wife,  who  were  cared  for  largely  by  Mary  Adams,  the  matron  in 
Watson  Cottage.  The  Reverend  Jacob  and  Mrs.  Aplis  Utley 
lived  there  for  six  months,  and  died  within  two  weeks  of  each 
other  in  March  1888.  No  other  couple,  however,  applied  to  live 
there,  and  the  cabin  was  removed.  The  Utleys  were  buried  on 
the  campus,  of  Kennedy  Home  near  Kinston,  N.C.  This  is  the 
Rev.  Utley  who  helped  organize  this  church. 


July  1882  -  After  religious  exercises,  the  church  convened  as 
usual.  Roll  called,  minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  adopted. 
Clerk  instructed  to  have  the  deed  to  lots  6  &  7  given  by  Mr.  John 
Morehead  on  which  to  build  a  house  of  worship,  recorded. 
Adjourned  with  benediction.

Oct.  1882  -  After  introductory  services  by  the  Pastor,  the 
church  convened  for  conference.  Roll  called  and  proceedings  of 
last  meeting  read  and  adopted.  On  motion  resolved  that  at  our 
next  meeting  we  endeavor  to  call  a  pastor.  The  instructions 
given  heretofore  to  our  building  committee  to  build  a  concrete 
house  were  counter  manded  and  a  wooden  house  advised, 
adjourned.

Missionary  Baptist  Church  1st  covenant. 

Having  been  as  we  trust  brought  by  divine  grace  to  embrace 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  give  ourselves  wholly  to  him  we  do 
now  solemnly  and  joyfully  covenant  with  each  other  to  walk 
together  in  Him  with  Brotherly  love  His  glory  as  our  common 
Lord,  we  do,  therefore,  in  His  strength  engage-that  we  will 
exercise  a  christian  care  and  watchfulness  over  each  other  and 
faithfully  warn,  exort,  and  admonish  each  other  as  occasion 
may  require.  That  we  will  not  forsake  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  together  but,  will  uphold  the  public  worship  of  God 
and  the  ordinances  of  His  house.  That  we  will  not  omit,  closet 
and  family  religion  at  home  nor  neglect  the  great  duty  of 
religiously  training  our  children  and  those  under  our  care  for  the 
service  of  Christly  covenant  with  each  other  to  walk  and  the 
enjoyment  of  Heaven;  that  as  we  are  the  light  of  the  world,  and 
salt  of  the  earth,  we  will  seek  divine  aid  to  enable  us  to  deny 
ungodliness  and  envy,  worldly  lust  and  to  walk  circumspectly  in 
the  world,  that  we  may  win  the  souls  of  men.  That  we  will 
cheerfully  contribute  of  our  prosperity  according  as  God  has 
prospered  us  for  the  maintenance  of  a  faithful  and  evangelical 
ministry  among  us  for  the  support  of  the  poor  and  to  spread  the 
gospel  over  the  earth;  that  we  will  in  all  conditions  even  till 
death,  strive  to  live  to  the  glory  of  Him  who  hath  called  us  out  of 
darkness  into  His  marvelous  light,  and  may  the  God  of  peace, 
who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great 
Shepard  of  the  sheep  through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant,  make  us  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will, 
working  in  us  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight  through 
Jesus  Christ  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.

The  year  1883  brought  the  Rev.  T.A.  Reid  as  pastor  of  the 
church,  dividing  his  time  between  the  Beaufort  Baptist  church 
and  the  Morehead  City  church.  He  served  most  of  the  time 
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during  the  building  of  the  new  church.  Mr.  Reid  was  a  former 
missionary.  With  his  wife  he  opened  a  mission  in  Oyo,  Africa  in 
1857.  Mrs.  Reid  died  after  several  months  in  Africa,  and  Mr. 
Reid  returned  to  America.  During  Mr.  Reid's  pastorate  a  Sunday 
School  was  organized  with  Professor  H.  S.  Lee  as  the  first 
superintendent.  S.  E.  Wade  assistant  superintendant  and 
George  D.  Styron  secretary,  This  was  in  April  1883. 

Still  another  forward  step  was  taken  in  1883.  The  Building 
Committee  appointed  some  time  earlier  had  been  at  work 
accumulating  building  material  so  that  the  work  on  the  new 
church  had  started.  The  work  progressed  so  rapidly  that  the 
building  was  near  enough  completed  to  hold  services  on 
Christmas  day.  This  was  indeed  a  happy  Christmas  for  the 
members  of  this  Baptist  Church.  The  first  service  and  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  venerable  Jacob  Utley,  who  had  been  the 
leading  spirit  in  the  organization  of  the  church  ten  and  a  half 
years  before.  (July  10, 1873)  Some  time  in  these  silent  months  or 
latter  part  of  1883,  Brother  Reid  resigned  and  departed. 

May  11, 1883.  Religious  services  by  the  pastor  after  which  the 
church  sat  in  conference  calling  the  roll  dispersed  with  at  the 
present.  Minutes  of  previous  meeting  read  and  approved.  Door 
of  the  church  opened  for  the  reception  of  members.  Brother 
George  Howland  was  received  by  letter  from  Smyrna  Church 
and  Mrs.  Phillips  was  received  as  a  candidate  for  baptism. 
Building  committee  reported  progress.  Adjourned.

The  records  of  the  church  from  August  1883  to  April  1884  are 
reported  to  have  been  lost. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  edifice  early  in  1884  the 
church  took  on  new  life.  The  Rev.  W.  T.  Jones  had  become 
pastor  in  January  of  that  year,  serving  both  the  Beaufort  and 
Morehead  City  church.  In  May  the  pastor  held  a  revival 
meeting  which  proved  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  meetings  ever 
held  in  the  church.  At  the  close  of  the  revival  37  new  members 
were  added  to  the  church  roll.  Baptism  of  the  new  converts  took 
place  in  the  waters  of  Bogue  Sound  at  the  foot  of  7th  street  and 
were  conducted  by  the  pastor.  Practically  all  of  the  converts 
were  adults,  among  whom  were  five  pairs  of  blood  brothers. 
During  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Jones,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Addie 
Howerton,  whose  parents  at  that  time  were  operating  the  New 
Bern  House  which  later  became  the  Charles  Hotel,  in  downtown 
Morehead  City. 

Delegates  to  the  Eastern  Association  were  instructed  to  ask 
for  a  letter  of  dismission  in  order  to  join  the  new  Association. 
This  year  twenty  churches  dismissed  from  the  old  Association 
formed  the  Atlantic  Association,  meeting  at  La  Grange. 

April,  1884  -  After  the  sermon  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  W.  T.  Jones, 
church  met  in  conference.  Roll  called  and  minutes  read  of  last 
meeting  and  approved.  Regular  points  of  business  taken  up.  On 
motion,  a  committee  of  three  appointed  viz:  Brethern  Jacob 
Utley,  J.T.  Eaton  and  LB.  Willis  to  wait  on  Bro.  William 
Foreman.  The  Church  being  informed  that  brother  Foreman 
did  hold  views  contrary  to  our  faith  and  doctrine  and  to  report 
at  our  next  meeting.  Adjourned.

June,  1884  -  After  reading  the  scriptures,  singing  and  prayer, 
conference  was  called  to  order.  Brother  W.  T.  Jones  moderator 
in  chair.

Way  opened  for  reception  of  members.  Brother  David  W.  Bell 
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restored  to  the  church.  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  Sister 
Hetty  Foreman.  Report  received.  On  motion  resolved  that  the 
church  withdraw  fellowship  from  her.  Brethern  A.  B.  Davis 
and  L.  W.  Styron  were  appointed  deacons  of  this  church.  On 
motion  the  church  covenant  was  read.  No  further  business. 
Conference  adjourned

December,  1885  Saturday  before  2nd  Sunday  in  December 
conference  was  called  to  order  at  usual  hour  after  religious 
service  the  roll  was  called  and  minutes  of  last  meeting  was  read 
and  adopted.  As  time  had  arrived  to  call  a  pastor  for  the  church, 
brother  Jones  called  Brother  Utley  to  the  chair  to  officiate 
during  election  on  the  motion,  resolved  the  Rev.  W.T.  Jones 
continue  as  our  pastor  for  the  year  1886.  Brother  I.  B.  Willis 
tendered  his  resignation  as  church  clerk  and  Brother  M.S. 
Webb  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  through  the  coming 
year.  On  motion  the  sisters  appointed  as  a  committee  to  wait  on 
delinquent  sisters  was  discharged  and  a  committee  of  Brethern 
appointed  viz.  L.  W.  Styron,  I.  B.  Willis,  G.  L.  Arthur,  George 
Davis  and  were  requested  to  report  at  our  next  meeting. 
Committee  appointed  to  work  on  church  steeple.  Bro.  Seth 
Arthur,  G.  L.  Arthur,  I.  B.  Willis  and  Bro.  George  Styron.  On 
motion  conference  adjourned.

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Baptist  Orphanage  Beginnings 

The  founding  of  most  denominational  orphanages  in  the 
South,  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  followed 
what  was  almost  a  prescribed  pattern. 

The  need  was  most  certainly  there.  The  toll  of  the  War 
Between  the  States,  both  in  lives  and  property,  and  the 
turbulence  of  the  Reconstruction  Era,  had  left  many  children 
orphaned  or  destitute.  If  no  one  came  to  their  rescue  they  were 
either  herded  into  almshouses  or  poor  farms,  along  with  the 
sick,  the  senile,  petty  criminals  and  the  insane,  or  they  became 
"little  wanderers,"  living  from  hand  to  mouth  or  by  thievery 
and  prostitution.  There  were,  of  course,  private  attempts  to  help 
them.  Many  families  would  take  in  a  promising  orphan  to  rear. 
Some  churches  supported  small  and  usually  ephemeral  insti- 
tutions, often  privately  managed.  Even  states  recognized  the 
need.  The  1868  Constitution  of  North  Carolina  provides  that 
there  shall  be  "as  soon  as  practicable,  measures  devised  by  the 
state  for  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  orphan  houses,  where 
destitute  orphans  may  be  cared  for,  educated  and  taught  some 
business  or  trade." 

However,  in  the  economic  chaos  of  that  time,  "as  soon  as 
practicable"  generally  meant  "never."  Sooner  or  later,  state 
religious  Conventions,  Synods  or  Conferences  began  to  be 
challenged,  often  by  some  minister  who  was  sensitive  to  the 
problem  to  establish  an  orphanage.  Sometimes  the  matter  had 
been  debated  in  a  church  paper  for  some  time.  James  1:27  was  a 
favorite  text  supporting  the  establishment  of  such  homes. 

The  church  body  in  question,  sometimes  stimulated  by 
friendly  interdenominational  rivalry  —  "the  Wesleyans  or  the 
Prelaticals  (Episcopalians)  have  established  one  and  I  think 
we  ought  to,  too"  —  generally  took  the  step  of  appointing  a 
committee  to  explore  the  need,  to  sound  out  the  likelihood  of 
support  from  its  constituent  members,  and  to  report  its  findings 
the  next  year.  This  being  generally  favorable,  the  committee 
was  charged  with  selecting  a  site  from  a  number  of  offers  from 
churches,  townships  or  individuals.  A  site  having  been 
selected,  a  Board  of  Trustees  was  elected  and  they  in  turn  chose

a  superintendent,  either  from  among  their  number  or  from  the 
ministry  elsewhere.  The  process  was  orderly  and  amicable,  the 
only  demurrers  coming  from  those  who  believed  the  church  not 
to  be  ready  to  undertake  so  large  a  drain  on  its  resources  at  this 
particular  time. 

Mills  Home,  the  first  Baptist  orphanage  in  the  State,  was 
founded  in  the  midst  of  bitter  controversy  by  an  unofficial 
organization,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  Associ- 
ation, not  only  without  the  blessing  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  but,  it  appears,  contrary  to  its  wishes.  It,  and  its 
founders,  were  attacked  on  all  sides.  Not  only  Baptists  opposed 
its  founding.  It  is  reported  that  every  newspaper  in  the  State 
except  two  opposed  its  establishment,  and  an  Episcopalian 
paper  labelled  its  proponents  "a  gang  of  bigoted,  narrow- 
minded  sectarians." 

There  were,  apparently,  three  grounds  on  which  Baptists 
opposed  the  orphanage,  although  only  the  third  would  seem  to 
be  capable  of  raising  such  a  storm  of  controversy,  vituperation, 
protest  and  actual  disorder  in  the  State  Convention  and  some 
Association  meetings  as  actually  ensued.  One  was  quite 
naturally  the  cost.  The  second  was  the  existence  of  the  Oxford 
Masonic  Orphanage,  in  the  founding  and  management  of 
which  many  prominent  Baptists  had  been  involved,  and 
through  which  many  Baptists  satisfied  themselves  that  they 
were  serving  orphan  children,  although,  as  a  proponent  said, 
the  Oxford  Orphanage  was  only  taking  care  of  a  miniscule 
proportion  of  the  orphans  in  need  of  care.  The  third  was  the 
conviction  on  the  part  of  many  Baptists  who  leaned  towards 
the  Primitive  or  Hardshell  doctrine  that  the  church  should  not 
become  involved  in  what  was  seen  as  missionary  work. 

There  may  have  been  personality  problems  and  some 
resentment  against  the  tactics  of  the  orphanage  proponents, 
which,  in  good  Baptist  fashion,  have  been  conveniently  glossed 
over  in  official  reports  or  were  never  formally  expressed.  The 
history  is  a  strange  one.  The  real  push  for  the  orphanage  came 
at  the  time  that  John  H.  Mills  resigned  as  superintendent  of  the 
Masonic  Orphanage  and  thus  was  available  both  to  lead  the 
campaign  for  a  new  orphanage  and  to  be  its  first  manager. 
There  was  even  some  suggestion  that  he  might  have  been 
encouraged  to  make  this  change. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  L.  Kennedy  were  annual  visitors  to 
Morehead  City  where  Mr.  Kennedy  kept  his  boat.  An  avid 
fisherman  -  his  boat  was  named  India.  The  captain  was  Harry 
Moore  (Ina  Mayers  father). 
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In  1912  Mr.  Kennedy  was  sixty-six  years  old  and  childless. 
He  and  his  wife  began  to  consider  what  they  should  do  with 
their  1 ,200-acre  farm.  Mrs.  Kennedy's  first  impulse  was  to  leave 
it  to  Chowan  College,  of  which  she  was  an  alumna,  but, 
although  the  Kennedys  were  not  members  of  any  church,  many 
of  their  friends  and  relatives  were,  and  they  were  occasional 
attenders  at  the  Kinston  Baptist  Church,  where  they  had 
access  to  Charity  and  Children.  They  became  interested  in  the 
orphanage.  They  consulted  Dr.  Spilman,  and  as  a  result  of  their 
deliberations  a  proposal  was  made  which  was  unusual  in  three 
respects:  one,  that  the  Kennedys  were  not  church  members; 
two,  that  instead  of  leaving  their  farm  to  the  orphanage  in  their 
wills,  they  proposed  to  donate  it  immediately,  reserving  for 
themselves  the  right  to  live  in  the  house  during  their  lifetimes 
and  receiving  an  annuity  during  that  time;  and  three,  that  the 
whole  matter  be  kept  secret  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  agreed 
to  the  plan.  Until  the  proposal  was  formally  presented  to  the 
Board,  only  Dr.  Hobgood,  the  president  of  the  Board,  the 
Board's  attorney,  Mr.  Stephen  Mclntyre,  Dr.  Kesler,  Mr.  Noah 
Biggs  and,  of  course  Dr.  Spilman  knew  what  was  occurring. 

The  deed  was  registerd  on  May  14,  1912,  and  the  immediate 
concern  was  to  erect  buildings,  although  Mr.  Kennedy  con- 
tinued to  farm  the  property  through  1913.  As  might  have  been 
expected,  the  first  building  was  a  girls'  cottage  donated  by  Mr. 
Noah  Biggs,  on  condition  that  someone  or  some  group  would 
provide  one  for  boys.  Mr.  Canady  took  up  the  challenge,  called  a 
meeting  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  county,  irrespective  of 
denominational  allegiance,  began  the  process  with  a  sub- 
stantial gift  of  his  own  and  Lenoir  Cottage  was  the  result.  By 
the  end  of  1913  the  Home  was  ready  to  open,  and  Mr.  Hartwell 
Scarborough  was  ready  to  assume  the  position  of  first  super- 
intendent of  the  new  Home. 

Mrs.  Kennedy,  not  content  with  having  been  co-donor  of  the 
ground  on  which  the  Home  was  built,  obtained  her  husband's 
concurrence  to  sell  the  diamonds  he  would  give  her  each  year  on 
the  anniversary  of  their  marriage  and  erect  a  cottage  in 
memory  of  her  father,  Pinkney  Hardee.  Perhaps  she  foresaw 
her  approaching  death,  when  diamonds  would  mean  nothing 
to  her,  for  shortly  afterwards  she  fell  terminally  ill,  but  how  few 
would  dispose  of  gifts  of  such  sentimental  value  for  such  a 
cause?  It  then  became  a  race  between  the  builder,  who  was 
aware  of  the  situation,  and  Mrs.  Kennedy's  hold  on  life.  Work 
on  the  building  was  speeded  up.  On  May  10, 1918  the  Kennedys 
were  informed  that  it  had  been  completed.  Mrs.  Kennedy 
thanked  the  builder  and  on  that  very  night  she  died.

Eliza  Ann  Creech  Webb,  one  of  ten  charter  members  of  the 
First  Missionary  Baptist  Church  of  Morehead  City,  organized 
July  10,  1873.  Born  in  Johnston  County,  N.C.,  November  20, 
1821,  the  daughter  of  Joel  Creech  and  his  wife  Nancy  Creech. 
Silas  Webb  and  Eliza  Ann  Creech  were  married  January  13, 
1836.  At  the  time  of  her  marriage,  Eliza  Ann  Creech  was 
sixteen  years  old. 
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Silas  Webb,  married  to  Eliza  Ann  Creech  was  born  in 
Johnston  County,  February  2,  1812.  He  moved  his  family  to 
Shepards  Point  (later  Morehead  City)  in  1858.

In  October  of  that  year  the  Rev.  Duncan  McLead  of 
Petersburg,  Virginia  accepted  the  call  to  be  pastor,  preaching 
two  Sundays  in  the  month,  giving  the  other  two  to  Beaufort  as 
several  of  his  predesessors  had  done  before  him.  He  served  the 
two  churches  for  eight  months,  resigning  the  Morehead  City 
charge  to  accept  a  full  time  charge  at  Beaufort. 

The  former  clerk,  Brother  Piner,  sent  in  his  resignation  and 
on  motion  Brother  J.  T.  Eaton  was  elected  regular  clerk  of  this 
church.  On  motion,  brethern  I.  B.  Willis,  Alvin  Willis,  D.  Bell 
and  Seth  Arthur  were  appointed  delegates  to  represent  us  in  the 
Atlantic  Association.

Brother  Bell  and  Brother  Fulford  were  both 
present  and  confessed  their  sins  and  promised  to  try  to  do  better 
in  the  future.

Brother  Piner  being  absent,  Brother  J.  T.  Eaton  was 
appointed  to  see  him  and  tell  him  of  the  charges  against  him 
and  notify  him  that  unless  he  was  present  at  our  next 
conference  or  gave  the  church  a  good  reason  for  being  absent, 
that  his  case  would  be  disposed  of.

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Webb,  J.  T.  Eaton,  I.  B.  Willis,  Sister  Mollie  E.  Colburn  was 
granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  join  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Plant  City,  Florida.  On  motion,  the  resolution  passed  at  our 
conference  in  September  allowing  the  clerk  pay  for  his  services 
is  repealed  and  in  the  future  the  clerk  shall  receive  no  pay.  On 
motion,  the  clerk  is  to  be  paid  the  dollar  now  due  him  for  the 
past  month.  On  motion  a  committee  of  four  was  appointed 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  ascertain  from  the  treasurer  the  amount 
due  by  each  member  for  each  quarter  on  their  assessments  and 
to  collect  the  same.  The  following  were  appointed  on  said 
committee:  T.  D.  Webb,  James  O.  Wade,  J.  N.  Eaton  and  James 
Willis.

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

We  will  hold  at  least  6  conference  meetings  in  the  year  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  also  special  meetings  when 
requested. 
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2.  Fifteen  male  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum. 

3.  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  at  every  regular 
meeting  and  there  shall  be  due  notice  taken  of  those  who 
show  a  disposition  to  absent  themselves  and  if  any  male 
member  shall  be  absent  more  than  3  times  in  succession  he 
shall  be  subject  to  discipline. 

4.  At  every  conference  the  Pastor  in  his  right  of  office  shall 
preside  as  moderator  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the 
conference  shall  appoint  a  moderator  protem  who  shall 
open  conference  with  devotional  exercises. 

5.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  church  book  in  which  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  conference  shall  be  faithfully  transcribed 
and  he  shall  read  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  before 
conference  adjourns. 

6.  An  invitation  shall  be  given  to  brethren  of  our  faith  and 
order  to  sit  with  us  in  conference  who  shall  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  of  the  meeting  except  that  of  voting. 

7.  Every  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  conference  shall 
be  introduced  by  a  motion  which  when  seconded  shall  be 
debated  and  acted  upon  unless  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

8.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  moderator  by  the 
appelation  of  "Brother"  and  shall  confine  his  remarks  to 
the  subject  under  debate  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  speak 
more  than  twice  on  one  subject  except  by  permission  of  the 
church. 

9.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  conference  without  the 
permission  of  the  moderator. 

10.  It  shall  be  required  that  in  matters  of  difference  between 
members  before  complaint  is  made  to  the  church  the 
aggrieved  party  shall  have  duly  attended  to  the  instruc  - 
tion  of  our  Lord  Matt.  18-16:17:18  and  public  offences  as 
swearing,  revelling,  covetnousness,  railing  fornication, 
drinking  as  a  beverage  intoxicating  liquor  and  all  such 
conduct  not  becoming  a  Christian  shall  be  subject  to 
discipline. 

1 1 .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  of  the  church  to  report  all 
public  offences  to  the  deacons  and  they  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  church. 

12.  All  questions  submitted  to  conference  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes  except  receiving  members  to  fellowship 
and  any  question  may  be  reconsidered  upon  the  motion  of 
any  who  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

13.  The  moderator  shall  propound  all  question  for  vote,  shall 
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keep  the  speaker  to  the  subject  under  debate,  may  express 
his  own  views  after  others  are  done  speaking  and  see  that 
these  rules  are  faithfully  observed. 

14.  The  church  covenant  shall  be  read  at  least  three  times  a 
year. 

15.  These  rules  of  decorum  may  be  altered  or  ammended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

These  rules  of  decorum  were  read  and  adopted  by  the  church 
in  conference  assembled  April  2,  1891.

Rev.  A.  W.  Setzer  remained  until  1903.  In  connection  with  his 
duties  he  served  as  the  first  principal  of  the  Atlantic  Institute, 
the  local  Baptist  Church  school.  On  May  24,  1901  the  trustees 
purchased  from  the  Shepards  Point  Land  Co.,  two  lots  on 
Bridges  Street  for  $100.  Today  it  is  the  site  of  Geo.  Dill  Funeral 
Home  - 1105  Bridges  Street  -  Morehead  City.  The  Institute  was 
supported  by  tuition  charged  the  students  until  the  town  took 
over  both  the  Baptist  and  Methodist  owned  buildings  to  form 
the  school  system.  Before  that  time  the  Baptist  established  the 
first  high  school  grades  in  town,  having  classrooms  in  the  old 
Teacherage  Institute  building  which  stood  in  the  block  just 
west  of  the  Atlantic  Hotel  (401  and  403  Arendell  Street.)

The  need  for  better  facilities  in  the  higher  grades  of  learning 
prompted  the  church  society  to  purchase  from  Shepard  Point 
Land  Co.  in  1901  for  the  sum  of  $100.,  two  lots  on  Bridges  street, 
which  is  today  the  site  of  1105-1107  Bridges  St.,  Under  date  of 
May  28, 1901  the  two  lots  occupied  by  the  former  Dill  home  on 
Arendell  street  were  purchased  from  W.  S.  Chadwick  for  $200. 

Construction  work  on  the  school  building  was  started  as  soon 
as  the  lots  were  purchased.  On  April  26, 1902  the  three  trustees 
representing  the  Baptist  Association  deeded  over  to  the 
Atlantic  Institute,  in  the  name  of  the  new  school,  the  four  lots 
they  had  purchased.  The  school  must  have  lacked  funds  to  pay 
off  its  indebtedness  for  on  May  5, 1902  the  school  trustees  gave 
a  mortgage  to  the  Bank  of  Beaufort  for  the  sum  of  $1 ,500  to  be 
paid  within  six  months. 

J.  C.  White,  president  and  Thomas  J.  Mitchell,  secretary, 
signed  the  mortgage  in  the  name  of  the  Atlantic  Institute 
Company.  The  Institute  was  supported  by  tuition  charged  the 
scholars  until  such  time  as  the  town  took  over  both  the  Baptist 
and  Methodist  buildings  to  form  the  school  system.  Before  that 
time  the  Baptists  established  the  first  high  school  grades  in  the 
town  having  classrooms  in  the  old  Teacherage  Institute 
building  which  stood  in  the  block  just  west  of  the  former 
Atlantic  Hotel.  Teachers  Assembly  building  rented  for  $10  a 
month  in  which  to  hold  school.  School  opened  September  9th. 
Attendance  270.  All  ages  attended  from  6  to  24  years  of  age. 
Tuition,  $2.50  per  month. 
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Next  in  line  to  serve  the  church  was  the  Rev.  Robert  P.  Walker 
who  began  his  pastorate  in  January  1904  serving  until 
sometime  in  the  summer  of  1905.  No  entries  appear  in  the 
church  records  between  May  11  and  October  8  of  1905.  On 
October  22, 1905  by  vote  of  the  society  a  call  was  extended  to  the 
Rev.  R.  D.  Cross  of  Lumber  Bridge.  He  commenced  his  charge 
in  January  1906,  remaining  as  pastor  until  March  1908. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Davis  who  came  as 
pastor  in  June  1908,  the  church  activities  grew  in  number  and 
interest.  In  January  1909  the  church  in  conference  voted  to 
remodel  the  interior  of  the  building  and  add  four  Sunday  School 
rooms  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $4,000.  The  building  committee 
consisted  of  T.  D.  Webb,  John  F.  Bell  and  L.  L.  Leary.  Besides 
the  addition  of  the  classrooms,  the  seating  arrangement  was 
changed  over  as  it  was  before  the  remodeling  that  has  just  been 
completed.  Services  were  held  in  the  remodeled  building  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  May  1910.  After  nearly  five  years  as  pastor, 
Mr.  Davis  resigned  in  May  1913.

(1)  In  their  personnel  (their  teaching  force).  We  do  not  believe 
that  non-Christians  or  professors  of  Christ  who  question 
His  Word,  the  scriptures,  ought  to  teach  in  Christian 
schools.  We  had  rather  than  our  children  should  be 
instructed  by  teachers  who  are  more  religious  and  less 
brilliant  than  by  those  who  are  more  brilliant  and  less 
religious. 

(2)  In  their  methods.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  have  a  sort  of  a 
detached  school  of  the  Bible  attendance  upon  which  is  left 
optional  with  the  students.

j     Mrs.  C.  R.  Lincoln,  using  as  a  theme  "Our  Heritage  —  Faith" 

'gave  the  history  of  the  local  church  from  its  organization  in 

;1873  until  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century  (1900).  She  told  of 

ithe  few  who  organized  and  composed  the  church  for  so  long, 

their  struggle  through  the  poverty  of  that  day;  how  they  met  in 

the  little  school  house,  that  stood  where  the  present  parsonage 

now  stands,  of  their  monthly  conference  meetings;  once  a 

month  preaching  services.  Of  the  deed  for  the  two  lots  where  the 

^church  still  stands,  given  by  Governor  Morehead,  owner  of  the 

-Shepherd  Point  Land  Company  (now  Morehead  City).  This 

sDeed  was  given  in  1882  (July).  October  of  that  same  year  the 

church  was  begun,  on  faith,  as  there  was  not  a  dollar  in  the 

treasury  of  the  building  committee. 

The  Sunday  School  was  organized  in  the  same  little  school 
house  in  1883  while  the  church  was  being  built.  Great  credit 
was  given  the  splendid  leadership  of  those  men  and  women  of 
the  church,  pastors  and  their  wives  who  carried  on  so  nobly. 
All  through  the  narrative  the  splendid  missionary  spirit  of  the 
church  was  emphasized. 

t    On  display  and  referred  to  during  the  talk,  was  the  church 

record  book  just  fifty  years  old,  which  contains  all  the  earliest 

records  of  the  church,  the  silver  communion  service  consisting 

pf  wine  pitcher,  two  wine  goblets  and  two  plates,  these  were 

'presented  to  the  church  in  the  late  eighties  by  Mr.  Daniel  Bell. 
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Two  pictures,  one  taken  in  1884  the  other  twenty  years  later, 
was  shown.  The  earliest  one  showed  the  Baptist  and  Methodist 
churches  when  they  were  first  built  with  nothing  between  them 
and  Front  street,  except  a  grove  of  live  oaks.  Another  interesting 
thing  shown  was  the  old  blue-back  spelling  book  from  which 
Mrs.  Lincoln  and  a  number  of  others  remembered  having  their 
first  Sunday  School  lesson  along  with  some  Bible  verses. 

Tuesday  afternoon  the  society  met  to  study  the  book  "Fruits 
of  the  Years"  under  the  Mission  study  chairman,  Mrs.  L.  J. 
Norris.  Mrs.  John  Lashley  and  Mrs.  Robert  Wallace,  assisted 
Mrs.  Norris  in  the  teaching.  This  study  was  continued 
Wednesday  evening  with  Mr.  Norman  Webb  teaching. 

Beginning  Monday  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  the  Union  will 
continue  through  the  week  with  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home 
Missions.  Friday  will  be  a  Day  of  Prayer  beginning  at  10:30. 
During  the  afternoon  Mrs.  Lincoln  has  been  asked  to  continue 
the  history  of  the  church,  and  will  tell  of  some  of  the 
outstanding  men  and  women,  also  of  the  missionary  work  since 
1900.  Following  this  there  will  be  the  Golden  Jubilee  Commit- 
ment service.

This 
year  one  finishes  High  School.  The  mirror  likewise  speaks  of 
years  when  the  pastor  dares  to  approach  it. 

This  pastor  can  say  for  himself  and  family  that  these  have 
been  happy  years.  Your  repeated  kindnesses  have  added  joy  to 
the  years.  You  have  helped  us  to  rear  our  family.  You  have 
spoken  kind  words  that  have  added  sunshine  to  our  lives.  For 
every  kindness  we  can  say  sincerely  that  we  thank  you.

I  shall 
not  forget  your  loyalty  to  the  service  of  the  church;  to  the 
Sunday  School;  to  the  prayer  meetings;  to  the  young  peoples 
Imeetings;  to  the  W.M.S.  and  the  auxilaries;  and  to  the  choir; 
Hjod  bless  you!  How  much  you  have  meant  to  the  services!  How 
1  much  you  have  meant  to  the  pastor.  You  have  warmed  his  heart 
imore  than  a  thousand  times  with  your  beautiful  anthems.  You 
"lave  helped  him  to  preach.

A  very  impressive  service  was  the  one  held  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  Wednesday  evening,  honoring  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A. 
P.  Stephens  on  the  eve  of  their  departure  for  Burlington,  where 
they  go  to  take  up  work  with  the  Hocutt  Memorial  Baptist 
Church. 

The  Church  was  beautifully  decorated  for  the  baptismal 
service,  which  had  been  announced  for  this  time.  Mr.  Stephens 
presided  as  he  would  for  a  prayer  service.  After  the  songs, 
prayer,  scripture  and  talk  which  preceeded  the  baptism,  he 
announced  that  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  deacons  had  an 
announcement  to  make. 

D.  B.  Willis  the  chairman,  made  a  splendid  talk  regarding  the 

pastorate  of  Mr.  Stephens.  He  said  in  part,  we  knew  we  could 

not  keep  a  man  of  his  ability  in  such  a  small  field  for  many 

years,  that  we  should  feel  glad  of  the  fact  that  so  many  young 

men  came  to  our  little  city  to  get  their  start,  and  then  went  on  to 

much  higher  places  in  life.

their  coming  to  us.  He  said  there  were  too  many  hearts 
entwined  with  the  Stephens',  for  the  words  of  comfort  they  had 
given  us  in  our  hours  of  sorrow,  for  us  to  ever  forget  them  or 
cease  to  love  them.  That  we  could  not  value  gifts  by  dollars  and 
cents,  but  by  love.

Mrs.  C.  R.  Lincoln  came  next  and  asked  Mrs.  Stephens  to  come 
forward  and  stand  with  her,  as  they  stood  Mrs.  Lincoln  stated 
she  had  been  given  the  honor  of  pinning  on  her  the  W.M.U.  pin, 
that  is  an  emblem  of  love  and  service.  Love  of  the  W.M.U.,  for 
Mrs.  Stephens  and  the  work  she  had  done  while  with  them, 
service  of  Mrs.  Stephens  and  the  W.M.U.  working  together  to 
carry  out  the  Great  command  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  Gospel."

On  this  Sunday  Rev.  R.  T.  Willis,  Jr.  a  local 
young  preacher  recently  of  Oriental,  and  other 
churches  in  Pamlico  County,  with  about  six  Years 
experience  in  the  ministry,  who  was  ordained  here  in 
1932  supplied  the  pulpit  of  his  home  church,  and  did 
it  well.  Rev.  Willis  is  a  native  of  Morehead  City,  and 
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the  son  of  R.  T.  Willis  Sr.  and  wife  Lily  Webb  Willis  of 
this  church. 

August  7,  1938.  The  pulpit  of  the  first  Baptist  Church  was 
filled  by  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Lee  of  Jacksonville,  N.C.  without  getting 
his  name  in  the  local  paper.

)ther  brothers  were  also  active. 

jl  Miss  Lillie  was  a  soprano  in  the  church  choir  until  a  few  years 

efore  her  demise.  Her  marriage  to  R.  T.  lasted  over  50  years, 

eing  broken  by  her  death  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  1955. 

R.  T.,  Sr.,  served  his  family,  church  and  community  while 

itriving  always  to  live  by  the  Golden  Rule.  He  was  a  town 
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commissioner  for  several  years  including  the  years  when  the 
streets  were  first  paved.  He  served  as  a  bank  director  and  in  the 
church  as  a  life-time  deacon.  He  did  not  believe  in  over- 
indulgence, but  was  generous  in  what  he  believed  in  as  he 
demonstrated  constantly.  He  particularly  deplored  waste  of 
any  kind  as  well  as  indebtedness.  To  this  end,  in  his  will,  he  left

One  of  the  most  impressive  services  held  at  First  Baptist 
church  in  some  time  was  that  on  Sunday  night  which  was 
highlighted  by  the  Dedication  of  the  Service  Flag  to  the  seventy 
six  men  and  women  from  the  church  and  Sunday  School  who 
are  in  their  country's  service. 

The  entire  service  was  planned  by  the  Workers'  Council  not, 
only  to  honor  church  service  men  and  women  but  to  honor 
service  men  in  the  community,  the  service  to  serve  as  symbol  oi 
the  churches  honor  to  service  men  through  out  the  world. 

Prior  to  the  formal  dedication  service  supper  was  served  tc, 
around  forty  servicemen  and  their  wives.  The  supper  at- 
tractively spread  with  a  white  cloth  with  bowls  of  red  and  white 
zinnias  and  miniature  flags  was  contributed  by  members  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  consisted  of  a  variety  oi 
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sandwiches,  potato  salad,  relishes,  brownies  and  cookies.  The 
Baraca  room  repeated  the  patriotic  decorative  note.  At  the 
1  conclusion  of  the  supper  a  bounteous  basket  was  sent  to  the 
USO  for  service  men  there. 

i  The  church  was  appropriately  decorated  to  form  a  perfect 
1  setting  for  the  dedication  service,  with  large  baskets  and  bowls 
|  of  red  and  white  zinnias,  against  a  background  of  palms. 
I  Congregational  singing  and  the  special  numbers  by  the  choir 
and  Mrs.  Ralph  Wade,  soloist  were  patriotic  and  were  each 
marked  by  noticeable  patriotic  fervor  and  passion. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Bunn,  the  pastor  welcomed  the  service  men  in  the 

'  community  attending  and  paid  tribute  to  their  service  on  our 

'own  soil  which  he  declared  was  a  most  important  part  of  the 

;|  war  effort.  He  also  paid  tribute  to  the  men  and  women  fighting 

on  foreign  fields  and  welcomed  the  parents  of  service  men  and 

women. 

Following  the  reading  of  the  honor  roll  Mrs.  J.  F.  Giddens 
i  awakened  a  warm  response  in  her  most  impressive  review  of 
the  American  fight  for  liberty  through  the  years,  coming  to  the 
present  when  she  said,  "our  dear  beloved  liberty"  was  again 
threatened  and  our  men  and  women  had  again  gone  out  to  fight 
for  its  preservation.  She  emphasized  that  this  service  was  not 
;  i  only  to  pay  tribute  to  servicemen  of  our  church  but  to  service 
men  of  all  churches  and  everywhere.  As  she  began  her  tribute 
to  the  service  men  "To  the  Colors"  was  sounded  by  a  Boy  Scout 
and  the  flag  artfully  arranged  near  the  ceiling  of  the  church  slid 
down  and  was  unfurled  amid  the  Christian  Flag  and  United 
States  Flag. 

She  concluded  with  the  challenge  that  the  flag  of  the  cross 
should  always  be  kept  flying  above  other  flags  and  that  we 
should  never  allow  it  to  trail  in  the  dust.

Finally  after  much  discussion  it  was  moved  and  seconded 

that  the  Board  of  Deacons  recommend  to  the  church  that  no 

'vote  of  the  church  be  taken  on  the  matter  of  accepting  or 
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rejecting  the  bids  for  construction  of  S.  S.  Plant  unless  and  until 
$30,000.00  in  cash  was  raised  before  expiration  of  time  for 
considering  bids,  December  5,  1947.  The  amount  already  in 
Building  Fund  treasury  (approx.  $23,000.00)  was  not  to  be 
considered  as  included  in  these  conditions.  The  motion  was 
carried  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

November  22,  1947.  A  presbytery  was  called  to  meet  in  the 
church  Saturday  evening  for  the  purpose  of  examining  John 
Thomas  Bunn  as  to  his  call  to  the  Gospel  ministry.

The  tablet  was  unveiled  by  a  neice,  Mary  Leigh  Arthur  while 
the  Eulogy  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  F.  Giddens  who  told  most 
impressively  of  the  forty  years  of  service  given  by  Mrs.  Jones  to 
the  W.M.S.  and  all  church  activities.

|  IN  MEMORIAM 

I     A  character  like  hers  is  an  inspiration-true  to  God,  true  to  her 
3  high  ideals,  true  to  her  friendship.  Her  personality  created  an 
atmosphere  that  quickened  in  others  a  love  for  purity  and 
fidelity. 

Mrs.  Jones  was  born  in  Salisbury,  December  6, 1860  and  died 
July  20,  1940. 
In  early   womanhood,   with   her  parents,   she   moved  to 
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Morehead  City.  It  was  here  she  met  and  married  the  late  Rev. 
W.  T.  Jones.  Together  they  devoted  their  lives  to  the  Lord's 
work.  Always  seeking  the  truth  she  learned  to  read  Greek  so  she 
could  better  understand  the  new  Testament. 

After  Mr.  Jones'  death  in  Virginia  she  returned  to  Morehead 
City  and  began  teaching.  For  over  forty  years  she  taught  the 
youth  of  the  town,  not  only  secular  thngs  but  to  serve  and  fear 
God. 

She  was  planning  to  take  up  her  work  in  the  fall  when  she 
heard  the  solemn  call:  "Come  Ye  Inherit  the  Kingdom  Prepared 
for  you  from  the  Foundation  of  The  World." 

In  October,  1900,  Mrs.  Jones  organized  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Morehead  City  Baptist  Church  and  until 
a  few  years  ago  was  the  President  Emeritus  at  the  time  of 
her  death.  The  success  of  the  W.M.S.  today  is  due  to  her 
devotion  to  righteousness  and  should  give  us  renewed  impetus 
to  carry  on,  to  lift  the  torch  a  little  higher  to  whatsoever  things 
are  true  and  Holy. 

May  the  dear  Heavenly  Father  in  whom  she  had  an  abiding 
faith  be  near  to  the  loved  ones  of  her  family  and  her  church  who 
mourn  her  absence.  The  sweetness  and  goodness  inspires  us  to 
pay  homage  at  Memory's  Shrine  to  a  friend  whom  "we  have 
loved  long  since  and  lost  awhile."

It  was  generally  agreed  that  if 
brick  was  not  used  that  stucco  would  be  more  desirable  than 
wood. 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  Spring  revival  meeting  until 
the  week  of  April  15  because  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  conduct 
revival  services  during  the  period  in  which  the  auditorium  is 
being  plastered.

)  Her  mother  Lillian  F.  Leary  married  James  Francis  Giddens  of 
'Groldsboro,  in  1910.  The  Rev.  J.B.  Willis  performed  the  ceremony. 
Janice  taught  in  the  Morehead  school,  was  an  officer  in  the 
Womans  Club,  Lanier  Book  Club  (oldest  organization  in  More- 
head  City),  Deaconess  in  First  Baptist  Church  (1956  thru 
1958),  Leader  of  the  Y.W.A.,  etc.  She  loved  the  W.M.U.  and  the 
young  people  organizations.

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Church  Sets  Sights  on  New  Property 

Bogue  Banks  church  in  Atlantic  Beach  was  constituted  eight 
months  ago  and  is  currently  seeking  land  for  a  church  building. 
With  available  property  in  the  area  difficult  to  locate  and  priced 
at  more  than  $100,000  per  acre,  the  52-member  congregation 
faces  an  uphill  battle. 

After  months  of  searching  for  property,  a  local  land  developer 
has  offered  to  sell  the  young  congregation  1.8  acres  for  $200,000. 
"After  all  these  months  of  praying  and  watching  God  work," 
Paster  Allen  Schuyler  says,  "it  is  exciting  to  see  this  opportunity 
present  itself." 

The  church  has  voted  to  attempt  to  raise  the  necessary  funds 
to  purchase  the  land.  Easter  Sunday,  March  30,  has  been 
designated,  "Victory  Sunday,"  when  the  congregation  hopes  to 
reach  its  goal. 

"We  have  only  52  members  and  won't  be  able  to  contribute  all 
these  funds  ourselves,"  Schuyler  says. 

The  congregation  already  has  $25,000  in  its  building  fund 
and  is  attempting  to  add  $175,000  to  the  fund. 

Pastor  Schuyler  says,  "We  are  simply  trusting  the  Lord  to 
provide  what  He  knows  we  need  to  purchase  land  here.  I  would 
like  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  be  in  prayer  with  us  about 
this,  as  they  pray  for  all  our  new  works.  Perhaps  God  will  lead 
someone  among  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  be  one  of  our 
benefactors."

Student  Loan  Fund 


The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Morehead  City  established  the 

j)hn  Tillery  Student  Loan  Fund  on  January  25, 1961,  as  an  act 

appreciation  for,  and  in  honor  of  Mr.  John  Tillery  who  had 

rved  faithfully  as  church  sexton  for  43  years. 

The  purpose  of  the  Fund  is  to  aid  deserving  students  who 
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need  assistance  with  their  educational  expenses.  The  aid  will 
be  granted  primarily  to  members  of  First  Baptist  Church  and 
W.  S.  King  High  School. 

Students  desiring  aid  must  make  application  on  a  form 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  meet  the  committee  for  an 
interview.  The  Student  Loan  Committee  shall  have  full 
authority  to  make  loans  and  be  responsible  for  all  decisions. 

Students  granted  loans  shall  sign  a  note  bearing  no  interest, 
payable  on  a  date  set  by  the  committee.  Generally,  repayment 
will  begin  one  year  after  completion  of  studies  or  with  drawal 
from  school.  If  there  is  delay  in  making  payments  as  agreed, 
without  acceptable  reasons,  the  borrower  will  be  liable  for 
interest  charges  at  the  rate  of  4%  from  the  date  the  payments 
were  due. 

The  amount  of  a  loan  will  be  determined  by  the  needs  of  the 
student  and  the  funds  available.  The  loan  money  will  be  paid 
direct  to  the  institution  the  student  is  attending  unless  there  is  z 
special  reason  to  pay  it  to  the  individual. 

To  remain  eligible  for  a  loan  a  student  must  maintain  a 
satisfactory  grade  average.  Registrars  of  the  institutions 
attended  by  the  students  will  be  asked  for  a  record  of  th( 
student'  grades  each  quarter  or  semester.

;  5.  He  should  be  evangelistic  and  missionary  in  spirit,  deeply 
interested  in  the  salvation  of  souls  at  home  and  abroad. 


6.  He  should  be  fully  cooperative  with  the  pastor  and  church 
in  a  great  spiritual  program  of  advancement. 

7.  He  should  be  a  man  who  refrains  from  destructive  criticism 
of  his  pastor  and  church,  willing  to  settle  all  difficulties  in  a 
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quiet  and  Christian  manner,  without  hurting  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  His  church. 

8.  He  should  be  able  to  keep  in  secrecy  those  things  which 
should  not  be  discussed  with  others. 

9.  He  should  be  active  in  the  various  activities  of  the  church.

CHURCH  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 

December  10, 1980 

On  Wednesday  evening,  December  10,  1980,  the  church  was 
called  in  conference  by  the  pastor  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  proposed  1981  budget.

Dr.  Nicholson  opened  with 
prayer  and  then  introduced  the  members  serving  on  the 
Finance  Committee.  Dr.  Nicholson  made  a  motion  that  the 
budget  be  accepted  as  presented  by  this  committee.  Motion  was 
seconded.

The  Wednesday  evening  service  opened  with  a  hymn  led  by 
Ralph  Wade,  Sr.  and  prayer  led  by  Mark  Innis.  Mr.  Innis 
declared  the  church  in  conference,  stating  that  there  would  be 
no  election  of  a  pulpit  committee  as  had  been  previously  stated 
in  a  newsletter,  dated  March  5, 1981.

Church.  Dr.  Norris  stated  that  the  committee  from  First  Baptist 
had  no  authority  to  act  on  the  part  of  the  membership  but  that 
the  committee  had  been  formed  in  an  emergency  situation  in 
order  to  reply  to  and  deal  with  the  demands  made  by  Open  Door 
Church.  The  committee  from  First  Baptist  was  composed  of 
Ralph  Wade,  Jr.,  Claud  Hull,  Dr.  Jerry  Norris,  Dr.  Charles 
Nicholson  and  Bruce  Howard.  Dr.  Norris  answered  questions 
presented  to  him  and  the  following  motion  was  made,  seconded 
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and  passed: 

That  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Morehead  City,  transfer 
the  following  property  to  the  Open  Door  Church  through 
the  acting  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  Frank 
Kivett: 

1.  Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00)  Dollars  cash  to  be  disbursed 
on  March  20, 1981 

2.  Any  two  (2)  pianos  currently  in  the  Sunday  School 
Department  not  including  the  Steinway 

3.  All  of  the  old  blue  hymnbooks  except  thirty  (30) 

4.  All  youth  choir  music 

5.  All  Sunday  School  literature  for  the  next  quarter  which 
may  be  remaining  after  distribution  of  such  literature 
required  for  the  First  Baptist  Church  Sunday  School 

6.  All  equipment  for  dial-a-devotion 

7.  One  (1)  Remington  typewriter 

And  that  such  property  shall  be  transferred  only  upon  the 
termination  of  membership  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Morehead  City  of  no  fewer  than  150  persons  currently 
affiliated  with  the  Open  Door  Church,  a  non-incorporated 
religious  association. 

While  the  First  Baptist  congregation  met  in  the  church 
sanctuary,  the  proposed  membership  of  Open  Door  was  meeting 
in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  the  church.  The  Open  Door  presented 
First  Baptist  with  189  names  to  be  removed  from  First  Baptist 
rolls.  Upon  receiving  these  names,  a  motion  was  made,  seconded 
and  passed  to  accept  the  resignations  of  these  189.  As  a  result  of 
this  action,  these  members  would  not  be  able  to  exercise  a  block 
vote  in  future  business  meetings  of  First  Baptist.  This  had  been 
a  stated  intention  by  the  five-member  committee  from  Open 
Door.  It  was  also  decided  that  Open  Door  would  not  be  a 
mission  of  First  Baptist,  as  Open  Door  had  earlier  requested.

a  Brother  Thomas  Devereau  Webb,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Goldsboro, 
j  N.C.,  9  February,  1853.  On  July  12,  1877,  he  was  united  in 
)  marriage  to  Miss  Zilphia  Davis,  of  Davis,  NC.  To  this  happy 
home  was  born  eight  children,  five  boys  and  three  girls.  Brother 
J  Webb's  home  life  was  one  of  great  happiness. 


1  Brother  Webb  was  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  1886,  coming  by  baptism.  He  was  one  of 

?1  thirty  nine,  practically  all  adults,  among  whom  were  four  pairs 

jj  of  brothers,  baptized  in  the  sound  in  the  south  end  of  7th  street. 

;  The  greatly  beloved  pastor,  Reverend  W.  T.  Jones  baptized  the 
entire  group  of  39,  including  Brother  Webb.  The  subject  of  this 
sketch  was  elected  deacon  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  January 

y  9, 1899.  At  the  time  of  his  election  Reverend  John  Lewis  was  the 

-i  pastor  of  the  church.  From  the  standpoint  of  years  of  service,  he 

\  was  the  senior  deacon  in  the  church. 

Brother  Webb  was  loyal  to  his  church  even  to  the  end.  He  gave 
his  time,  his  talents,  and  his  means  to  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  He  taught  the  Young  Men's  Bible  Class  for 
more  than  thirty  years.  At  the  time  of  his  home-going  he  was 
the  largest  giver  in  the  church.  He  loved  the  church.  His  interest 
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encircled  every  phase  of  the  Kingdom  Work.  He  was  anxious  for 
the  children  to  have  the  very  best  advantages  in  the  Sunday 
School  department. 

Brother  Webb  was  one  of  the  pioneer-citizens  of  his  county. 
Multitudes  of  people  sought  his  advice  relative  to  many  matters. 
He  gave  it  cheerfully.  Many  people  today  have  their  homes 
through  his  kindness.  He  sold  lots  cheap  and  on  the  most 
liberal  terms.  He  helped  in  the  building  of  homes.  What  a 
service  he  rendered  to  his  fellow  men  and  to  his  God. 

He  was  an  active  Mason  and  lived  up  to  its  precepts.  He  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  "good  temperande  union"  always  using 
his  influence  against  strong  drink.  He  never  drank  himself  and 
considered  strong  drink  a  reproach  to  any  people.  He  did  not 
believe  in  it  even  for  medicine. 

On  17  January,  1929,  he  went  home.  The  Father  took  him.  Up 
until  the  last  he  talked  about  his  church  and  longed  to  see  the 
old  church  rise  to  new  heights  of  christian  service.  The  people 
who  today  make  up  her  membership  will  strive  to  see  that  his 
prayers  are  answered. 


Mrs.  Jacob  Wade,  Sr.  (Miss  Love),  with  her  husband,  was  a  life 
long  member  of  First  Baptist  Church.  Her  children  remember 
her  always  attending  the  Ladies  "Egg"  Society  on  Monday 
afternoons,  as  well  as  the  Wednesday  night  prayer  meeting  and 
both  Sunday  services. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wade  had  fourteen  children,  eight  of  whom  are 
living-  two  of  the  daughters,  Maidie  and  Josephine,  were 
church  organists.  Carita  served  the  church  as  Clerk  from  1920 
through  1925. 

Miss  Love  was  the  first  person  anyone  in  her  community  called 
upon  in  time  of  trouble,  and  she  was  always  ready  to  help. 

She  died  on  February  3,  1960  at  the  age  of  78.

My  grandmother,  Mrs.  Julia  W.  Bell  was  president  of  the 
Ladies  Aid  Society  until  her  death  in  1928  and  then  my  mother, 
Mrs.  Mary  B.  Headen  served  in  that  capacity  until  it  was 
disbanded  and  taken  over  by  the  Personal  Service  Committee 
of  the  missionary  society.  I  remember  many  things  done  by  the 
women.  At  Christmas  time  they  always  cut  out  the  bags  of  red 
and  green  cambric  and  gave  them  out  in  bundles  of  25  or  50  for 
the  women  to  take  home  and  sew  up  for  the  men  of  the  Baraca 
Sunday  school  class  to  fill  with  fruit  and  candy.  These  bags 
were  given  out  at  the  Christmas  Eve  service.  I  remember,  too,  the 
tea  room  that  was  run  every  Saturday  during  the  summer  in  the 
Paragon  building  directly  across  the  street  from  our  home  on 
Arendell  street.  The  chicken  salad  was  mixed  at  our  house  by 
my  grandmother.  All  the  ingredients  were  donated  each  week 
and  brought  to  the  house.  The  money  made  in  the  tea  room  was 
used  for  the  parsonage,  and  then  the  first  pipe  organ.  There  was 
a  bedroon  in  the  new  parsonage  furnished  by  the  Ladies  Aid 
Society  to  be  used  for  guests  and  was  named  the  "Julia  Bell 
room".

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  century  Mrs.  Addie  H.  Jones 

returned  to  Morehead  where  she  spent  the  rest  of  her  life.  She 

(organized  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  serving  as  its 

i  leader  for  forty  years.  Oil  lamps  were  still  being  used  in  the 

church.  Several  years  later  a  carbon  lamp  plant  was  installed. 

Church  roll,  175,  Sunday  School  200.  Ladies  Aide  Society 

organized  with  Mrs.  Julia  Bell  as  first  president.  Mrs.  Mary 

Headen  was  the  second  president  of  the  Society.  Missionary 

Society  packed  barrels  to  be  sent  to  Home  Missionaries.  From 

that  small  group  of  ten  earnest  Christians  the  church  has 

grown  to  a  membership  of  800.  The  annual  reports  of  the 

Association  show  the  church  to  be  one  of  the  strongest  in  the 

Association  with  all  departments  active  and  progressive.  The 

r  Women's  Missionary  Union  consisting  of  the  society  of  older 

,  women,  Girls'  Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassadors,  and  Sunbeams, 

i  contribute  a  very  great  part  to  the  spiritual  and  financial 

i  growth  of  the  church.  It  is  considered  one  of  the  first  in  the 

t  North  Carolina  Women's  Missionary  Union  organization, 

leading  all  of  the  work  of  the  Atlantic  Association.

Missionary  Union  Observed  Locally

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  First  Baptist  church 

has  launched  the  most  intensive  drive  of  organized  work  ever 
1  begun  by  this  local  organization.  The  same  is  being  done  by  the 
'Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
(Convention,  comprised  of  eighteen  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

This  is  the  "Golden  Jubilee"  year  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
iJnion,  and  as  such  the  Baptist  women  of  the  south  are  making 
t  the  greatest  year  of  their  fifty  years  of  organized  work.

The  union  here, 

vhich  is  full-graded,  is  comprised  of  six  organizations:  the 

N.M.S.,  Y.W.A.,  Jr.  G  A,  Intermediate  G  A,  R  A.  chapter,  and 

yhe  Sunbeam  band.  The  society  has  three  Circles. 

Hj  All  of  these  Auxiliaries  and  Circles  met  last  week  with  an 

^unusually  large  attendance  and  enthusiasm  for  the  new  work. 

;  Yesterday  the  Society  met  at  the  church,  for  the  first  meeting  of 

he  year  with  the  greatest  spirit  of  joy  for  the  coming  work. 

if  here  were  fifty-three  present,  several  visitors  and  five  new 

nembers. 

The  president  presided,  new  officers  and  chairman  of 
landing  committees  were  each  asked  to  give  an  outline  of  her 
) Vork  for  the  coming  year,  this  was  interestingly  done,  each  one 
[slling  the  chief  aims  of  their  committees  and  pledgeing 
themselves  to  do  their  best  in  their  chosen  field  this  year.

The  program  for  the  afternoon  meeting  was  in  charge  of 
"Lily  Bell  Circle,"  with  Mrs.  C.  T.  Gillikin  leader.  The  theme  for 
all  program  work  this  year  is  "Sheaves  —  with  Rejoicing,"  this 
program  took  up  the  rejoicing  over  the  work  begun  fifty  years 
ago,  and  gave  some  very  interesting  comparisons  between  then 
and  now.  At  that  time  (1888)  a  number  of  States  had  Woman 
Missionary  Societies,  but  it  was  considered  almost  a  disgrace 
for  a  woman  to  speak  in  public,  so  they  were  allowed  to  form  the 
Union,  but  the  men  did  the  public  speaking  for  them. 

Another  comparison  was  the  Freewill  offerings  of  then  and 
now.  The  first  freewill  offering,  fifty  years  ago,  was  a  little  over 
three  thousand  dollars,  last  year  the  freewill  offering  for 
foreign  missions,  was  almost  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Another  comparison,  then  there  were  a  few  tracts  and  Bibles 
distributed  in  this  country,  now  there  are  large  publishing 
houses  in  the  South  and  in  each  of  their  foreign  fields,  owned  by 
the  Baptist  and  they  publish  millions  of  Bibles  and  other 
Religious  literature  inmost  all  the  foreign  languages  and 
dialects. 

This  year  North  Carolina  is  to  be  honored  in  a  two-fold  way 
be  the  "Golden  Jubilee."  The  Hymn  that  will  be  used  as  the 
years  Hymn  was  written  by  N.C.'s  first  president  and  whom 
later  became  the  president  of  the  southern  Union,  Miss  Fannie 
E.  S.  Heck.  The  Special  Freewill  Offering  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  is  to  be  used  for  a  building  for  women  in  connection  with 
the  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  This 
building  will  be  named  for  Miss  Heck. 

Another  interesting  thing  for  this  local  Union  this  year  is, 
that  they  will  celebrate  the  thirty-eighth  anniversary  of  the 
Society  here,  the  Union  feel  very  thankful  to  still  have  with 
them  the  organizer  of  the  society  who  is  the  President  Emeritus 
of  this  union,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Jones. 

With  the  leadership  of  a  consecrated  missionary  pastor  and 
wife  and  with  such  a  splendid  group  of  leaders  and  interested 
membership,  this  will  indeed  by  a  year  of  Jubilee  for  this  local 
union  and  entire  church.

Beautiful  Oaks  Grew  on  Town's  "Common" 

The  town  had  its  "common"  before  the  building  of  the  D.M. 
Webb  Store  in  1883,  and  the  grading  19th  Street  from  Arendell 
to  Bridges  Street.  The  First  Baptist  and  First  Methodist 
Churches  faced  this  vacant  square  in  which  was  a  grove  of 
beautiful  oak  trees.  Today's  sanctuaries  of  these  churches  are 
in  the  same  locations.  Under  the  ancient  oaks  of  the  square, 
many  a  small  boat  was  built. 

The  grounds  were  a  play  lot  for  the  children,  a  meeting  place 
for  public  gatherings,  and  a  crude  merry-go-round  operated 
there  for  several  seasons  during  the  year.  In  the  winter  when 
the  weather  was  good  it  would  be  operated  on  Saturdays.  Mr. 
John  Daniel  Phillips,  who  had  a  general  store  in  the  1000  block, 
owned  these  eight  gaily  colored  hobby  horses.  There  was  no 
platform,  it  had  to  be  cranked  by  hand,  and  you  had  to  mount 
from  the  sand  and  sandspurs.  You  could  ride  five  minutes  for 
five  cents.

entrance,  Hole  in  handicap  parking  area  and  alley 
eastside,  Roof  repaired  (3)  times  old  Educational 
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building,  Repair  under  window  frames  and  secure  (12) 
air  conditioner  units  after  windows  cleaned,  Re-mortar 
cracks  in  sign  on  west  sanctuary  lawn.  Repairs  of 
cleaning  equipment,  exhaust  fans  in  kitchen.  Super- 
vised installation  of  Handicap  bathroom  and  shelves 
for  storage  area. 

c)  Upkeep:  Painting  of  Sanctuary,  (13)  class  rooms, 
kitchen  hallway  and  installation  of  wall  paper,  painting 
outside  of  all  buildings  including  fire  escapes,  new  sign 
at  Chamber  of  Commerce,  door  and  door  frames  to  close 
off  baptismal,  chair  rail  across  back  of  sanctuary, 
cleaning  of  pews  in  sanctuary,  scraping  and  cleaning 
all  windows  upstairs  in  old  and  new  educational 
building,  overseeing  mowing,  edging,  raking  lawn  and 
pruning  of  all  (13)  church  lots.  Purchase  of  24  ft.  ladder 
and  new  vacuum  cleaner,  plus  buying  all  cleaning 
supplies  and  service  to  maintain  church  such  as  pest 
control,  removal  of  debris  from  garage  area,  members  of 
committee  came  down  and  cleaned  up  when  custodian 
was  on  vacation. 

d)  Had  (7)  lots  surveyed.  We  have  been  working  very  hard 
and  we  owe  thanks  to  people  who  have  helped  other 
than  person's  on  the  committee.  Clean  up  day  in 
September  and  we  thank  each  for  their  help.  We  have 
also  spent  a  lot  of  money. 

e)  Chadwick  House:  Demolish  -  we  have  run  several  ads 
with  no  success.  Running  one  more  ad  through  Dec- 
ember 23.  If  we  have  no  luck  it  will  be  up  to  the  Trustees 
to  take  charge  of  demolishing  this  house. 

Jim  Thompson,  Chairman  of  Trustees  stated  if  no  one 
come  forward  to  take  the  house  down,  the  trustees 
would  make  a  recommendation  to  have  the  house  taken 
down  by  some  demolisher,  and  would  probably  refer  to 
the  Finance  Committee  to  see  if  money  is  available  to 
accomplish.  The  house  has  to  be  taken  down  as  it  has 
been  condemned.  If  anyone  knows  any  one  we  can  get 
please  contact  Marilyn  Norris. 

f)  Marilyn  Norris:  In  some  of  the  roof  repair  work  the 
contractor  stated  we  are  throwing  money  away  in 
repairing.  We  are  going  to  need  new  roofs  for  sanctuary 
and  old  educational  building.  In  making  a  presentation 
to  the  Church  Council  they  ask  us  to  employ  someone 
who  was  qualified  either  as  an  architect  or  engineer  to 
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survey  all  of  our  buildings  and  give  us  recommendation 
of  what  we  should  do.  The  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  also  agreed  with  this  suggestion  as  did  the 
Building  &  Grounds  Committee.  In  keeping  with  this 
request  we  have  asked  James  Willis  Jr.  to  handle  this 
for  us.  I  would  like  to  read  his  first  paragraph  of  his 
letter  concerning  roof  problems:  "After  a  general 
inspection  of  the  church  buildings  I  see  no  reason  for 
alarm.  The  most  significant  problem  is  the  poor 
condition  of  the  roof  on  both  the  old  educational 
building  and  the  sanctuary.  There  are  also  some 
indications  of  structural  behavior  in  the  sanctuary  roof 
that  could  bare  a  detailed  investigation  but  by  and  large 
the  basic  structure  appears  to  be  in  a  sound  condition." 
Jimmy  has  given  us  some  suggestions  of  what  he  and 
his  engineer  will  be  doing  and  it  will  take  (4)  to  (6) 
weeks  to  make  this  study  and  when  proposal  is  received 
we  will  present  to  the  church.  He  stated  definitely  in 
1984  we  will  have  to  replace  the  two  roofs,  that  it  does 
not  take  a  technical  eye  to  see  that  these  roofs  need 
replacing. 

g)  Several  months  ago  the  church  authorized  Building  & 
Grounds  to  have  Mr.  Willis  draw  up  some  plans  for  the 
parking  lot.  We  have  for  your  inspection  a  drawing  of 
the  first  phase  of  this  project.  We  would  like  for  the 
church  family  to  look  these  over.  This  plan  will  be  in  the 
hall  of  history  for  you  to  inspect.  Please  inspect  this 
between  now  and  the  business  meeting  in  January  '84. 
You  will  note  Mr.  Willis  included  the  purchase  of  the 
other  lots  on  8th  street.  If  we  can  ever  acquire  this 
property  these  plans  will  cover  these  lots. 

If  the  church  family  decides  in  the  January  meeting 
they  like  this  plan  and  they  want  to  pursue  this  plan  we 
will  vote  on  it  and  turn  it  over  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  financial  assistance  in  making  the  money 
available  for  this  project. 

If  you  do  not  like  this  plan  and  vote  it  down  we  have  to 
go  some  other  route.  Building  &  Grounds  were  very 
pleased  with  these  plans  which  solves  a  number  of  our 
problems  and  does  include  paving  the  driveway  beside 
the  east  side  of  the  building  and  prevent  dirt  from  being 
brought  in  from  the  east  doors  of  the  building.  We  had  to 
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repair  the  hole  in  the  handicap  parking  area  and  we 
could  not  secure  the  shingles  that  were  previously 
available. 

We  feel  the  plans  are  self  explanatory  but  if  you  would 
like  to  talk  with  us  about  the  plans  we  would  be 
delighted  to  discuss  it  with  you.  We  are  thrilled  with  the 
plans  and  hope  each  of  you  like  it. 

(2)Jim  Thompson  called  on  Tom  Taylor  for  Missions 
Committee  report.  Tom  Taylor  Absent  therefore  no 
report  was  given. 

Moderator  asked  if  any  further  matters  needed  to  be 
discussed.  There  were  none.  He  then  asked  for  motion  to 
adjourn.  Motion  made  and  approved. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  7:55  P.M.

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CHURCH  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 

February  1, 1984 

Deacon  Chairman  Sonny  McDonald  presided  at  the  February 
1,  1984,  business  conference.  The  minutes  of  the  January  4, 
1984,  meeting  were  approved  as  read  and  the  minutes  of  the 
December  14,  1984  meeting  were  also  approved. 

A  letter  of  dismisal  was  granted  for  Bob  Willis  (son  of 
Demmings  and  Anna  Laurie  Willis)  to  unite  with  Woodlawn 
Baptist  Church  of  Augusta,  Georgia. 

Tom  Taylor,  of  the  Missions  Committee,  brought  a  lengthy 
report  concerning  the  progress  of  the  Island  Mission.  He  first 
reported  on  the  status  of  the  Sunday  morning  worship  service 
and  then  proceeded  with  a  report  from  Bruce  Howard  of  the 
same  committee  concerning  property  available  at  Pine  Knoll 
Shores.  Tom  further  reported  on  the  visit  to  the  State  Convention 
in  Raleigh  by  himself,  Charles  Allard,  Danny  Bridges,  Bruce 
Howard  and  Bill  Carlton.  Tom  presented  recommendations 
from  the  Committee  in  the  form  of  motions  as  follows: 

(1)  That  First  Baptist  Church  seek  out  and  dedicate 
at  least  five  families  to  help  organize  and  lead  the 
work  of  the  Island  Mission 

(2)  That  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  seek  out  and 
determine  the  availability  of  a  retired  minister  or 
a  seminary  student  to  devote  full  time  effort  to  the 
Mission,  with  the  understanding  that  no  committ- 
ment is  to  be  made  prior  to  confirmation  by  the 
church  body 

Each  of  the  above  motions  was  discussed  and  vote  taken 
individually  and  each  motion  carried. 

At  the  close  of  the  report  from  the  Missions  Committee,  Tom 
then  asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  bring  a  motion  which  was  of 
his  own  making  and  not  representative  of  the  Committee.  The 
motion:  "That  the  Missions  Committee  be  authorized  to  pay  a 
$1,000.00  option  fee  for  the  five  lots,  with  one  house,  previously 
identified  as  being  on  the  Salter  Path  Road  in  the  Pine  Knoll 
Shores  area.  This  option  will  hold  this  property  for  60  days  to 
enable  the  Committee  to  investigate  a  zoning  change  and  the 
suitability  of  the  property  for  a  mission  project.  If  zoning 
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cannot  be  changed,  the  $1,000.00  will  be  refunded  to  the  church. 
Otherwise,  the  $1,000.00  will  be  either  forfeited  or  applied  to  the 
purchase  price  as  appropriate."  Motion  passed. 

Danny  Bridges  presented  the  following  which  was  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Church  Council: 

"The  Church  Council  recommends  that  First  Baptist  Church 
adopt  the  following  proposal  as  its  policy  for  providing 
financial  assistance  to  members  who  attend  Southern  Baptist 
Assemblies  and  Conferences,  not  to  exceed  the  limit  of  the 
budget. 

1.  The  church  will  assist  members  who  attend 
conferences  for  training  and  spiritual  growth  by 
paying  one-half  of  the  conference  costs  and  $.20 
per  mile  for  travel  expense. 

2.  The  church  will  pay  the  travel  and  conference 
costs  of  Directors  in  the  church's  organizations 
(WMU,  G.A.'s,  Acteens,  Brotherhood,  Music  and 
Sunday  School),  the  Director  of  the  Media  Center, 
the  Senior  Adult  Coordinator,  the  Deacon  Chair- 
man and  the  church  staff  who  attend  leadership 
training  in  their  respective  areas. 

3.  The  church  will  pay  the  conference  costs  of  adults 
to  serve  as  chaperons  at  children's  and  youth 
encampments. 

4.  When  the  church  van  is  used  to  transport  in- 
dividuals to  and/or  from  Southern  Baptist  as- 
semblies or  conferences,  the  church  bus  and  van 
policies  will  be  observed." 

This  was  brough  as  a  motion  and  following  discussion,  motion 
carried.  C.  P.  Nicholson  brought  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the 
year  ending.

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CHURCH  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 

June  6,  1984 

The  June  6,  '84,  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Deacon 
Chairman  Sonny  McDonald  and  the  minutes  of  the  May  2,  '84, 
meeting  were  approved  as  read.

William  Carroll  were  deleted  from  our  rolls,  as  they  have  united 
with  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Russellville,  Ala. 

There  was  no  old  business  to  come  before  the  church  family 
when  called  for  by  the  Moderator. 

Don  McMahon  of  the  Personnel  Committee  brought  recom- 
mendation, as  a  motion,  that  Ralph  Wade,  Sr.  serve  as  Interim 
Minister  of  Music,  effective  June  6,  '84.  Motion  carried. 

Rev.  Allard,  speaking  for  the  Church  Council,  presented  the 
following:  That  we  expand  the  Church  Council  to  include  the 
following:  Pastor,  who  serves  as  Chairman;  All  Staff  Ministers; 
Chairman  of  Diaconate;  Director  of  Sunday  School;  Director  of 
W.M.U.;  Director  of  Brotherhood;  Chairman  of  Audio- Visual  & 
Publicity  Committee;  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee;  Chair- 
man of  Nominating  Committee;  Chairman  of  Growth  & 
Development  Committee;  Chairman  of  Building  &  Grounds 
Committee;  Chairman  of  Personnel  Committee;  Moderator; 
Treasurer  -  That  the  President  of  the  Youth  Council  and  all 
other  committee  chairmen  be  auxiliary  members  of  the  Church 
Council.  That  a  staff  secretary  be  secretary  of  the  church 
council,  without  vote.  He  then  moved  that  this  be  adopted. 
Motion  carried.  Rev.  Allard  also  discussed  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Church  Council  as  was  listed  on  page  2  of  the  agenda . 

Stan  Carr,  speaking  for  the  Diaconate,  brought  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  increase  the 
Diaconate  to  a  minimum  of  30  with  additions  as  need.

MINUTES  OF  THE  OCTOBER  3rd, 

1984  BUSINESS  MEETING 

FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  MORHEAD  CITY 

The  business  meeting  of  October  3rd  was  conducted  by  Jim 
Thompson.  The  minutes  of  the  September  5th,  1984  meeting 
were  read  and  approved. 

There  was  no  old  business. 

New  Business: 

Doug  Welfare  presented  a  report  from  the  Personnel  Commit- 
tee. With  the  approval  of  the  Church  Council,  the  committee 
recommends  that  we  hire  a  full-time  Minister  of  Music  effective 
as  of  January  1st,  1985.  The  motion  was  presented  by  Doug 
Welfare  that  the  Personnel  Committee  be  allowed  to  solicit 
recommendations  and  applications  for  the  full-time  position  of 
Minister  of  Music  effective  as  of  January  1st,  1985.  A  list  of 
what  this  position  would  entail  was  read.  Discussion  of  this 
motion  followed  from  the  floor.  A  question  was  raised  about  the 
resumes  already  received.  There  are  eleven  (11)  of  these,  all  are 
from  out  of  the  county  and  all  are  men.  The  recommended 
salary  for  this  position  for  a  church  of  this  size  would  be  a  few 
dollars  less  than  $25,000  including  housing  allowance  and 
other  fringe  benefits.  A  question  was  raised  concerning  the 
interviewing  of  applicants.  This  cannot  begin  until  the  Finance 
Committee  meets  and  decides  that  the  money  is  available  for 
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the  position  and  the  motion  to  do  so  is  approved  by  the 
congregation.  Don  McMahon  made  the  motion  that  we  vote  on 
this  recommendation  next  Wednesday  night  following  the 
Finance  Committee's  review  of  the  recommendation.  Frank 
Moran  seconded  this  motion.  Following  discussion,  the  motion 
was  voted  on  and  carried. 

The  second  item  of  new  business  dealt  with  the  election  of 
messengers  to  the  Atlantic  Baptist  Annual  Associational 
Meeting  on  October  25th  &  26th,  1984  at  the  Tabernacle  in  New 
Bern  on  the  25th  and  here  at  First  Baptist,  Morehead  City,  on 
the  26th.  The  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  to 
approve  anyone  qualified  to  go  who  volunteered  to  do  so.  The 
following  individuals  volunteered:  Pastor  Allard,  Danny 
Bridges,  Ralph  Wade,  Sr.,  Alice  Wade,  Wanda  Eastep  and 
Cindy  Calloway.  There  are  still  four  more  slots  open  for  this 
meeting. 

Our  church  is  allowed  nine  (9)  messengers  to  attend  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  on  November  12  -  14th,  1984  in 
Asheville,  North  Carolina.  Pastor  Allard,  Danny  Bridges,  and 
Charles  Nicholson  will  attend  this  convention  but  six  slots  are 
still  open  if  anyone  is  interested.  The  motion  was  made, 
seconded  and  approved  to  try  and  fill  any  messenger  vacancies 
on  Sunday  morning,  October  7th,  1984. 

The  Nominating  Committee's  list  of  additional  names  to 
various  church  committees  was  approved. 

Marilyn  Norris  presented  the  latest  project  of  the  Building 
and  Grounds  Committee  concerning  the  re-roofing  of  the  old 
educational  building.  The  committee,  after  receiving  many 
bids,  made  the  motion  that  we  accept  the  bid  of  $19,500  from 
Jerry  Lawrence  plus  an  additional  $12,000,  if  needed,  to  replace 
any  old  wood  or  timbers.  If  approved,  the  work  on  the  roof 
would  start  later  this  month.  Mr.  Lawrence  will  give  us  a  five  (5) 
year  guarantee  on  the  roof.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
discussion  followed.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was 
carried. 

Mitchell  Smith  announced  that  a  church  work  day,  both  for 
the  building  and  grounds,  would  be  held  on  Saturday,  October 
6,  beginning  at  9  a.m. 
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Pastor  Allard  announced  that  Dr.  John  Bunn  would  be  our 
guest  speaker  on  Homecoming  Sunday,  October  14th,  198  4. 
There  will  be  no  8:30  a.m.  service  on  that  day,  just  Sunday 
School  and  the  11  a.m.  service  followed  by  dinner  on  the 
grounds.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  CONTINUED  BUSINESS 

SESSION,  MAY  8TH,  1985 
FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  MOREHE AD  CITY 

The  business  session  of  May  8th,  1985  was  called  to  order  by 
Jim  Thompson.  Since  this  was  a  continuation  of  May  lst's 
meeting,  no  minutes  were  read. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

Tom  Taylor,  representing  the  Missions  Committee,  made  the 
following  recommendation  in  the  form  of  a  motion: 

"Whereas  the  congregation  of  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Morehead  City,  North  Carolina  saw  the  need  of  a  new 
church  on  Bogue  Banks,  and  felt  the  leadership  of  God  to 
establish  such  a  church,  and 

Whereas  the  mission  of  First  Baptist  Island  Mission  was 
established  with  the  purpose  of  sharing  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  on  Bogue  Banks,  and  become  an  autonomous, 
cooperative,  Southern  Baptist  church,  and 

Whereas  First  Baptist  Island  Mission  has  shown  itself  to 
be  ready  to  constitution  into  an  autonomous,  cooperative, 
Southern  Baptist  church  as  according  to  the  guidelines 
originally  established  between  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Morehead  City  and  itself,  and 

Whereas  we,  as  the  members  of  the  Missions  Committee  of 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Morehead  City  have  determined 
with  First  Baptist  Island  Mission  that  the  mission  is 
ready  to  be  self-determining; 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  First  Baptist  Island  Mission 
be  organized  into  a  new  church  as  of  May  26th,  1985. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  their  new  name  be  Bogue  Banks 
Baptist  Church. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  church  develop  its  own 
guidelines  and  policies. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  church  cooperate  with  the 
Atlantic  Baptist  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  church  participate  in  all 
cooperative  endeavors  of  Southern  Baptist  world  missions

A  TRIBUTE  TO  NICK 

In  May  of  1985  Charles  (Nick)  P.  Nicholson  Sr.  wrote  out  his 
funeral  plans,  sealed  them  in  an  envelope  and  gave  his  wife 
Lois,  his  son  Charles,  and  pastor  Charles  Allard  instructions  to 
open  the  envelope  after  his  death. 

To  pastor  Allard  he  wrote:  "I  loved  our  church  and  our 
members.  My  years  as  Treasurer  were  very  rewarding.  I  have 
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always  loved  helping  people  and  thank  our  Lord  for  letting  me 
live  a  long  life  and  help  with  His  work.  It  was  a  joy.  My  prayers 
are  for  our  church  to  continue  to  grow  in  the  Lord's  work.  I  shall 
look  forward  to  all  of  us  being  together  in  heaven." 

Rev,  Allard  wrote  in  the  Newsletter  for  September  3, 1986: 

Nick  was  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  most  committed 
treasurer  I  have  ever  known  in  a  church.  He  was  supportive  and 
helpful  to  our  entire  staff.  On  many  occasions  he  was  our 
counselor.  Always,  he  was  our  friend.  To  First  Baptist  Church, 
he  gave  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty. 

Nick  was  a  man  whose  main  hobby  in  life  was  hard  work  and 
helping  other  people.  He  came  to  First  Baptist  in  an  hour  of 
great  need  and  in  a  short  time  put  the  church  finances  in  order. 
He  impacted  our  lives  with  his  business  knowledge  and 
Christian  integrity.  He  strongly  believed  in  giving  generously 
to  the  General  Budget  of  the  church  and  encouraged  fellow 
members  to  do  the  same.

It  was  stated  that  three  companies  have  submitted  bids  to  date 
and  these  would  possibly  include  reupholstering  the  pew 
cushions  as  well  as  refinishing  and  restaining,  etc.  The  total 
cost  would  include  all  the  pulpit  furniture  and  all  the  pews  in 
the  sanctuary.  Bill  Carlton  amended  Bill  Vinson's  motion  to 
include  cushioning  the  backs  of  the  pews  and  refinishing  the 
exposed  portion.  Josephine  Mizesko  seconded  this  amended 
motion.  Further  discussion  followed.  As  to  the  price  involved 
for  this  additional  work,  it  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Vinson  that 
this  would  range  from  no  additional  cost  to  about  $400 
depending  on  the  company.  After  this  discussion  Bill  Carlton 
and  Josephine  Mizesko  withdrew  their  amended  motion.  Bill 
Vinson  asked  those  present  for  possible  recommendations  in 
regards  to  the  color  to  be  used  for  the  reupholstery  of  the  pew 
cushions.

Members  of  the  Building  and 
Grounds  Committee  would  like  some  decision  in  regards  to  the 
work  on  this  parking  lot  at  the  next  business  meeting. 

Lewis  Brothers,  representing  the  Church  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, first  of  all  thanked  the  members  of  this  committee  for  a 
job  well  done.  He  then  presented  the  following  individuals  to 
serve  in  the  positions  designated:

Leader 

Regina  Stryon  -  Preschool  Committee 
These  recommendations  were  approved  by  those  present.

In  1845  Baptists  chose  a  convention  style  of  organization  and 
formed  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Augusta,  Georgia. 
But  it  took  Southern  Baptists  another  eighty  years  to  realize 
that  ongoing  mission  programs  at  home  and  around  the  world 
could  not  be  adequately  supported  by  the  old  society  method  of 
funding.  Deeply  in  debt,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
launched  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  in  1919.  This  five 
year  campaign  (1919-1924)  signaled  a  new  day  for  Southern 
Baptist  mission  giving  and  cooperation.  When  all  the  pledges 
were  in,  they  totaled  in  excess  of  $92  million. 

By  1924,  a  sum  of  $58,591,713  was  finally  collected  toward  the 
original  goal  of  seventy-five  million  dollars. 

Was  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  a  failure?  Certainly 
not!  This  five  year  effort  turned  out  to  be  a  magnificant  success. 
Southern  Baptists  can  cooperate  with  one  another  in  giving 
when  the  objective  is  missions. 

It  was  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  on  May  13, 1925,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  that  the  mes- 
sengers decided  to  adopt  a  unified  method  of  support  for 
ongoing  mission  programs.  This  new  convention  plan  was 
called  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  beauty  of  this  plan  of  voluntary  cooperation  is  that  it 
enables  every  church  and  every  church  member  to  participate 
in  all  that  we  do  as  Southern  Baptists.  A  small  church  need 
never  feel  that  its  contribution  is  insignificant.  Like  the  small 
strands  which  make  up  any  rope,  the  contributions  from 
churches  of  all  sizes,  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
blend  together  to  form  a  strong  lifeline  for  our  cooperative  effort 
to  win  our  world  for  Christ. 

This  year  Southern  Baptists  celebrate  the  sixtieth  anniver- 
sary of  the  formation  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  Happy 
Birthday  Cooperative  Program!

NEW  BUSINESS 

Fletcher  Noe,  representing  the  Nominating  Committee, 
presented  the  1987  Nominating  Committee  Report  in  the  form 
of  a  motion.  A  copy  of  this  report  is  attached  to  these  minutes. 
Fletcher  drew  special  attention  to  a  new  committee  -  the  Music 
Committee.  This  motion  was  seconded  and  approved. 

William  Taylor,  representing  the  Personnel  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  qualifications  of  our  new  church  receptionist  and 
secretary,  Constance  Carraway.  The  Personnel  Committee  will 
recommend  that  we  hire  Connie  for  this  full-time  position.  This 
will  be  voted  on  at  the  January  1987  business  session.  The 
annual  salary  for  this  position  will  be  $9,996.00. 

Mike  Salter,  representing  the  Constitution  Committee,  made 
the  recommendation  that  we  "create"  a  non-paid  position  for  a 
church  historian.  Warren  Beck  put  this  recommendation  into 
the  form  of  a  motion  which  was  then  seconded  and  carried. 

The  motion  for  adjournment  was  called  for,  made,  seconded 
and  carried.

CALLED  BUSINESS  MEETING 

MARCH  25,  1987 

1.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6:40  PM  by  Jim 
Thompson,  Moderator.  Thompson  announced  that  there 
were  2  items  of  business  to  be  presented  at  this  special 
called  business  meeting. 

2.  Mike  Salter,  representing  the  Church  Council,  presented  a 
motion  from  the  Church  Council  as  follows:  "That  the 
Wednesday  evening  supper  begin  at  6:00  PM  instead  of  5:45 
PM  and  that  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer  service  be  held 
from  6:45  PM  to  7:30  PM  instead  of  6:30  PM  to  7:30  PM."  The 
motion  was  seconded.  After  several  questions  were  addres- 
sed, the  motion  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

3.  Demus  Thompson,  Chairman  of  the  Deacons,  presented  a 
proposal  from  the  Deacons  and  the  Building  and  Grounds 
Committee,  who  had  met  to  discuss  recent  fires  in  area 
Baptist  churches.  They  decided  to  recommend  the  hiring  of 
a  security  agency  to  patrol  the  church  building  for  a  period 
of  30  days  or  less.  The  possibility  of  volunteers  from  among 
our  church  members  was  discussed,  but  it  was  decided  that 
in  the  event  someone  broke  into  the  church,  a  professional 
security  guard  should  be  available  to  handle  the  situation. 
A  security  agency  out  of  Jacksonville  was  available  at 
$15.00  per  hour.  Off-duty  police  officers  from  Beaufort  also 
were  available  as  security  guards  at  $8.00  per  hour.  This 
request  was  presented  to  the  Personnel  Committee  and  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  with  the  following  motion  being 
presented:  "That  the  church  hire  off-duty  Beaufort  police 
officers  to  serve  as  security  guards  for  the  next  30  days  or 
less  at  $8.00  per  hour.  Funds  for  paying  for  this  security  are 
to  come  in  equal  amounts  from  two  budget  line  items: 
Organist  Salary  and  Receptionist  Salary.  (Since  the  Church 
Organist  and  the  Church  Receptionist  resigned  after  the 
1987  Budget  was  approved,  there  is  surplus  in  each  of  these 
two  line  items  -  $1,653.00  from  Organist  line  item  and 
$1,205.00  from  Receptionist  line  item.)  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  discussion  followed. 

a.    Carroll  Rice  questioned  the  need  for  security  guards 
since  we  get  police  and  fire  protection/patrolling  on  a 
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regular  basis.  Demus  responded  that  the  committee  had 
discussed  this  at  length  and  still  felt  the  need  for  further 
security.  He  stated  that  he  didn't  feel  there  was  a  need 
either,  but  he  would  feel  terrible  if  we  didn't  hire  the 
protection  and  then  he  was  proven  wrong. 

b.  Carroll  Rice  also  stated  he  feels  it  is  feasible  to  install  an 
audible  alarm  system  and  possibly  a  sprinkler  alarm 
system  in  high  risk  areas  of  the  church  building.  Demus 
and  Bill  Vinson  both  addressed  this  issue,  saying  that 
this  has  certainly  been  considered  and  is  a  strong 
possibility  for  the  near  future.  The  outside  lighting  has 
been  up-graded  and  plans  are  in  process  for  better 
security  for  our  doors,  etc.  The  security  guard  system  is 
strictly  a  temporary  action  until  other  plans  can  be 
finalized. 

After  answering  a  few  other  questions  about  number  of 
hours,  total  cost,  etc.,  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

The  business  meeting  was  concluded  at  6:52  PM.
